good homes found for them, where 
they are now earning an honest liv- 
ing.

McDougall, M.P.P, During the two 
winters this place has been running 
there have been served about thir- 
teen. thousand meajs and fifty-six 
hundred have been lodged over night.

Dr. Tory and Prof, Broadus Deliver 
Interesting Addresses et Meeting 
of Bayonton Branch of Bible So- 
clty ity Meet Presbyterian Chiirch, 


The annual meeting of the Bamon- 
ton branch of the Alberta Auxiliary of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society 
was held in the First Presbyterian 
church last evening. There was a 
fairly good attendafice, though not su 
Jerge as+the interest of the meeting 
would warrant. A. T, Cushing, pre- 
Sident of the Edmonton branch, was 
in the chair. Addresses were delivered 
respectively by Dr. H. M. Tory, pre- 
sident of the University of Alberta, 
and Professor BE. K. Broadus. A large 
choir wads present and under the di- 
rection of the organist, W. Hafry 
Watts, contributed much to the suc- 
cess of the meeting by providing an 
excétient progran’ of satréed music. 

Address by’ Prof? Broadus. 

“@he influence of the Bible in Ene- 
lish Literature was the subject of a 
most interesting address by Prof, 
Broadus. The Bible, said the speaker, 
in the English Authorized Verson coh- 
tained an infinitely varied group of lit- 
erary phases each perfect in itself, 
Tracing the history of the vitirious 
translations from the metfical para- 
phrase of Caeflmon, made in the seve 
enth century, to the Authbdrized Ver- 
sion made by the order of King James 
in 1611, he expressed his wonder that 
| these fifty men, working fh collabora- 
tion succeeded in producing piece 
prose much greater than any

of so 
produced. Its literary supremacy was 
not open to controversy. Its wonder- 
ful influence upon the common spéech 
of the people was illustrated by a long 
list of phrases which had found their 
into common use, P; 

Influence on Literature, 

By reference to the Pnglish classics | 
the professor traced the influence 
which it had exerted upon the lang- 
lage and themes of the literature of 
the past and also referred to the num- 
ber of themes taken from the Bible 
and embodied in the literature of the 
past five years, 

“In all the multitudes of books that 
have had their day and ceased to be,” 
the speaker, “this book alone 
stands sure, and in its English dress 
sull remains, in language as in wore 
ship, the only inaliénable and perfect 
possession of our English tongue.” 

Dr, Tory'’s Aildfess, 

Prof. Broadus was followed by Dr. 
Tory, who gave a most eloquent and 
inspiring Account of the histofy ‘of 
the soeiety since its formation if the 


way 


early. part of the nineteenth century, 
the splendid work which it has done, 
and the great work which awaits it 
in the future. Since the days of the 
reformation, he said, the Bible had 
beem behind every movement that 
made for the uplift of. the. race, 


Through the ageney of the society it 
had already been translated into 530 
Yahguages. Torealize the significance 
of this it was necessary to remember 
that many of these people had had 
no writter’ language before. Eleven 
hundred men were employed carrying 
the Scriptures into foreign ands. 
During last year fifteen nitions of 
copies had been distributed, and of 
these thirteen millions had been 
printed and sold under the auspices 
of the soétety. Great as the past work 
of the society had been, a still greater 


Work awaited it in the future. It 
had been the greatest asset in the 
making of the British race, and it 


was essential that the British race, in 
imposing its civilization upon others, 
should also impose the restraining 
and elevating influences which it re- 
presented,
